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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



Applicant hereby acknowledges receipt of an Office Action containing a restriction 
requirement in the above-identified pending Application for patent, which Office Action is dated 
October 3, 2006. The instant paper is a Response to that restriction requirement. 

The 10/3/06 Office Action indicates that the application contains claims directed to 
patentably distinct species specified within the groups of "estrogenic substance" and "cruciferous 
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indole compound". 

Applicant hereby elects estradiol as the estrogenic substance, and diindolyl methane as 
the cruciferous indole compound for further prosecution on the merits. 

This election is being made with traverse, because compositions of matter comprising a 
cruciferous indole compound in combination with estrogenic substances have been patented as 
compositions by Applicant, in the parent case to the instant Application, US 6,605,605. 
Applicant submits that since the compositions claimed in the parent case US Patent 6,506,605 
are novel and non-obvious over the prior art, that it is necessarily true that the process claims for 
using such compositions as specified in the instant claims must be patentable as well. The 
issuance of US Patent 6,605,605 carries with it the presumption of validity, restriction of the 
species in the 10/3/06 Office Action is believed un-necessary because the use of a novel and non- 
obvious composition can be neither non-novel, nor obvious. 

The claims which are readable on this species election are claims 1 through 20.
